Liuh's Gems Have a Rough Setting 


This 20,000-square-mile quarter of Utah 
comprises, in fact, a priceless portion of our 
acenic heritage, and one that ic littl Enown. 
In it @re to be found, among other gems, the 
forgotten Shangri-la of Chesler Park, the 
silent stune cities of Devil's Lane ond Cyclone 
Canyon, the surreaiist sculpture of the Valley 
of the Goblins, the great 300-foot pillars. of 
ATonument Canyon, 

Their setting is the Four Comers Country, 
that gaunt, erosion gutted sector where bound- 
aries of four States meet: Utah, Colorado, 
Arizona, and New Mexico." 

One of the largest roadkess areas in. the 
Lnited States. the region has always dehed 
exploration by any but the hardiest and most 
persistent (map, page 711). 

Now new roads, spurred by discoveries: of 
oil, natural pas, and uranium, are thrusting 
inquisitive fingers into the back country, 
Already a 27(+mile route hisects it ftom 
Torrey, Utah, on the west to Cortes, Colorado, 
on the east. 

These roads are no boulevards, but they are 


passible, As more are added, they will pre- 
sent the touring motorist with an apportunity 
and the Nation with a responsilality, ‘The 
opportunity will be te tap o Lreasune-trove 
of spectacular, unspoiled beauty, The respon- 
sibility will be te enstire that this asset is pre- 
served intact for the enjoyment of generations 
vet to come.

My one fear in that hub-deep sand wns 
stopping. But T needn't have worried. The 
Brst milt aapped by so fast that it was all 
I could do to follow the vagwe and twisting 
tral, Tn less thie then anvone:- had believed 
possible, we had barreled in to Squaw Spring, 
the site we had chosen for a camp. 

We awoke the next morning to make a 
simnifcant ciscovery—the sun was coming up 
just where we thoveht jt had gone down the 


night “before, We weren't exactly original. 
Ross tokl us thafa New York lawyer he had 
Fuided to the Needles ane sunimer swore that 
“the sun rose in the-east only once the whole 
time T was down there!" 

We were, in short, in country as confusing 
a a Coney Island fun house, Por thousands 
of square miles the land was gguged into a 
maize of canvons and mesas, split by inniumer- 
dble tingerlike reefs, im the clear, dry wir, 
goin §,000 feet abowe sea level, cliff mile 
away uppéatel to be within arrow shot. Com- 
pletely mixed up, one could be sure of neither 
distunce nor direct ian. 

To add to the woreal, lunar quality of the 
landscape, we saw no sien of human hobita- 
tion wind scarcely any wildlife, An occasional 
range rider trom Indian Creek passed this wiv, 
looking for strays, Ross asserted that coyotes, 
ringtail cats, lynx, bighorn sheep, and deer 
had been seen, tut the only “native residents” 
we saw were snakes, lizards, inl a few insects,

Yet, tf the terrain seemed relatively barren 
of animate life, it was tich in geolowic history, 
As the stubbornly meandering streams have 
cut downward and sidewise against hinelreds 
Of lavers of rock, they have encountered soc- 
tions which resisted their erosive action, These 
beranw the jenlate! buttes. and meses now 
dotting the Southwest's horizon, Where whole 
Tidges stom! fast against the water's assault, 
knifelike reef were left, 


Great Needles, Noature-made 


From such reefs developed the weird sky- 
line of the Needles country, Water freezing 
in the fissures of these ridges broke off ereal 
Chunks of mock, curved the remaining sand- 
stone into rough fingers: then, aided by drip- 
ping tains and wind-blown ‘sand, into shurp 
pinnacles and sharper “needles.” 

To see these sights close up, we branched 
out from Squaw Spring by jeep, horseback, 
and on foot. Two of our most rewarding 


spectacles were Cyclone Canyon and Devil's 


oie 2,000 ajcare mile 
Arrena. and Acw Menrn 
Exploring Monmament Canyon,

Lsoally. in such conyons, the bottoms are 
a jumble of rocks and debris rolled down by 
the streams which first cut their wav. through, 
Yet at Cyclone an] Devil's Lane we Tound 
Hal grasey avenues unmarted by cubble (pages 
flé-i7). The canyons, without anv visible 
inlét for water, simply dropped off steeply at 
tither end, bke skyscrapered streets at the 
brink of a gulf. 

Even more beautiful was (hesler Park. We 
approached it hy jeep over a 400-fool, escarp- 
metit, thence down Devil's Line, and finally 
Chri 2 well-tmaskel passageway in the 
park's ring of stone towers, 

Chesler, nan) for a rancher who drove 
cattle into it in 885, is fitthe more than 
three miles square but-as lovely » spot as the 
West affords (page 715). [te warmly colored 
wills rise 000 feet, shutting it off from everv- 
thing but the clear, blue sky, (im [ts floor lies

We pitched camp in oa giant cave hollowed 
from a stone island in the park's center, This 
ree) was odovely place. Perhaps half a infle 
long, it built up to a cluster of pinnacles about 
400 feet high. 

The cove we used was one of several carved 
from the island’s base. Cowpunchers for half 
a century or more have weed them for camp 
sites and, by building fences across the mouths 
of the larger ones, for corrals ws well. 

Relaxing in our particular niche, we stuclied 
the delicate coloring of the park walle—the 
salmon, grav, pink, beige, and tan shades 
which eave the little valley auch a serene anil 
hirmontous feeling. Here was a gee place 
to forget all the problems of the outside world, 

Yet even paradise can pall, and we hud 
her sights to see, Packing back to Moab. 
we dropped in at Howard Shields’ Red Rock 
Lodge and contemplated qur next step, 


Peering over Grand View Point 


Several years before | hail stood at the end 
of Grand View Point, between the Green and 
Colorade Rivers, and looked straight down 
info a strange side canyon of the Coloradh, 
It was not a large or even a beautiful canynn, 
hut it had some gigantic pinnacles rising from 
its floor that looked well worth investigating. 

In Moab littl was known of this place be- 
yord its. local name, Monument Canyon. 
Situated in wild) countey, it was thought to 
howe been probed by no more than a dozen 
individuals at moet, 

Climbing into a littl: plane owned by my 
fried Puge Stecks. T sect out one medrning to 
reconnoiter, Puge bounced the craft off the 
cow pasture behind his house and spiraled 
upwird above the scarps surrounding Moab. 

In a few minutes we covered the 25 miles 
downstream to Grand View Point. Fuge, at 
my request, circled the clitt, then zoomed down 
into Monument Canyon itself (page 7244. 

Tt was ian impressive but discouraging sight. 
The cliff itself was os straight and sheer as the 
Empire State Building, and twice as high 
(page 725). Nor did it look possible i climb 
from the (lolorado'’s deep-cut bed up to the 
hench, or platesu, on which Monument Can- 
you sat—a canyon aboye a canyon. We flew 
hack to Muah, 

A trip out to the point by car left ue ns 
perplexed as before: Then Roy Holyvoak, 
Moab rancher, toll us be had taken horses 
aver Monument’s rim once before and koew 
he could do it again. 

Quickly we organized a pack trip.. Russ 
Mahan and Esrl Worthington of the National 
Park Service got time off to join us, Puge 
Stocks and Glen McFall agreed to shepherd us 


from the air and to drop supplies as soon as we 
located our carp, 

By noon af one May morming we were ready. 
The: pack mules and saddle ponies had been 
trucked to Grand View Point (page 731), All 
we needed was a troll down aver the rim, 


Moving o Tree Reveals the Trail 


“Where do we go from here?” 1 asked Rov, 

"Just wilk over to the edge, move that dead 
juniper out of the way, and you'll find a trail.” 

Russ and | had passed that spot several 
times and had never seun a sign of a break 
in the rim, | moved the dead tree, Sure 
enough, there was a two-foot gap leading down 
to og narrow shelf notched against the cliff, 
Below lay more than_2,500 feet of very empty 
splice. 

lL tumed to Roy. “You mein we're omg 
to toke horses down that?" 

“We sure are,” he said with « grin, 
gai” 

All went well for the first two switch- 
backs down the sheer cliff face. By then Rov 
was on the fifth level and the rest of us were 
On successive rungs above, as if an a step 
ladder (page 707). 

Suddenly Earl's pack mule became fright: 
ened, cut inside his horse, and shoved it half, 
way over the precipice, The other animals, 
panicky, began to bunch and to let loose a 
rockslide that forced Rov to duck under a

Where the horses and mules had huddled, 
the trail was less than three feet wide. Earl's 
mare wis sitting on her hawnches, her back 
to the cliff, pawing desperately at the ledge 
for some kind) of foothold, We thought she 
was o poner, that she would slip off to her 
death on the rocks far below. 

In perhaps half a minute, which seemed like 
half an heur, she managed to catch one front 
hoof ina tiny crack und to regain, momen- 
tarily, ber balance. But now all the pock 
mithes decided to turn around. [np ne time, 
three of them had their rumps to the rock wall, 
their forequarters hanging over the abyss, 
while the fourth animal tried to iam) itself 
behind the others, 

Earl took a chance. He picked up a rock 
and heaved it at the fourth nivle. It worked. 
The animal backed away and stoce stil. 

As Roy led his own horse and mule. down 
to the bottom und slowly climbed back him- 
soli, we all froze where we were, and the ani- 
mals, luckily, followed suit, Soon Roy and 
Earl, inching up the trail, managed to reach 
the bunched beasts, disentangle them, ane 
lead them, one by one, to safety, 

Letting out a great sigh of relief, we mare

a quick resolution, For the rest.of the descent 
we would allow only one group at a time to 
go down the scarp; the rest could wait at the 
top lor their turn. 

This system prevented any further mishaps 
until we were nearly at the bottom, Then, 
on the steepest puirt of the trail, the rear cinch 
on one of the mules broke. Mt once the 30% 
pound pack began to slide up over the animal's 
head. Blinded, the mule swayed, slipped, and 
hung pawing the rock, half over the brink. 

This time we were ready to write off the 
mule as @ casualty for sure, but we reckoned 
without its will to live and without Roy's 
dlertness. Somehow the mule held its footing: 
somehow Roy got up the trail in time to grasp 
its reins and yank it back to life, 

Once on the lower rim, we found the route 
to the canyon’s edge an easy ride, From its 
lip we stared out across rocky and barren 
country, awed as much by the sheer size and 
knifelike abruptness of these cliffs and cany Ts 
as by their coloring (page 720). 

When we had drunk our fill of this: stupen- 
dows sight, Roy led the way back to a sandy 
grove of junipers, Here swe set up camp ini] 
raised the flags of the National Geographic 
Society and the Explorers Club of New York 
(page 722). Sleeping bogs were rolled out 
an the sand, a fire started, and a rich mulli- 
gan stew set bubbling in the Dutch oven, 


Visttors Drop In, the Easy Way 


At sunrise we arose for a vigorous day with 
the cameras, only to be greeted with rain and 
a heavy overcast. “No pictures today,” I 
sighed, 

Siding up, we set out to explore the base 
of the cliff anyway when suddenly, down over 
the end of Grand View Point, appeared two 
airplanes—Puge Stocks and Glen AlcFall. 

Galloping down to a small, sandy slope 
about two miles from camp, we waved fran- 
tically, anid wings dipped In recognition. 

“T think he’s going to land!" yelled Russ 
in amazement, pointing at Stocks’ plane. 

He was. swooping low over the rim, soorn- 
ful of rocks, cacti, sctul, and potholes, Puge 
plunked his craft down on. the Tittle =hope, 
His landing gear vibrated like a banjo, but 
didn't snap. Soon Mive brought his Travtor: 
craft rizht down beside Puge’s. 

Roy Holyoak, who had ridden pack: trains 
all over this terrain, seemed unable to believe 
his eves. “An airplane on the rim of Monu- 
ment Canyon! And not ane, but two, The 
folks back In Moab just aren't going to believe 
this.” 

Puge shrugged off such talk. “Here's your 
milk, the mail, and the morning paper,” he 
cai briskly, “Now let's clean up this airstrip 
a bit,” 
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We sat and stared ot him, That hair-raising 
trip by pack horse down the cliff face, the 
tedious trekking, the careful planning—had 
all that work been unnecessary? Wrvly, Roy 
Holyoak stmmed it wp: ‘Well, T guess those 
two-wheeled uszards have finally replaced the 
horse Tor this country.” 


Down into Monument Canyon 


We had still to essay the depths of Monu- 
ment Canyon on foot. From the rim it 
didn't look too dificult, Closer inspection, 
however, showed that the rim had o bad 
overtuing with a 50-foot drop to the closest 
talus slope, With a lung rope we might have 
slid over, but it would hove been quite a job 
to get back up. 

Rey, as usual, came to the rescue, Poking 
around, he revealed a hidden break in the rock 
which let us squeeze under the overhang and 
then, by a series of switchbacks, deacend to 
the slopes of rubble slanting down to the can- 
yon floor, | 

In 13 minutes we were on the bottom and 
studying the fantastic S00-foot monoliths 
(page 721). From a distance their fluted 
sides resembled the wincdwwed walls of sky- 
stripers. On their topmost floors some of 
them wore, like littl observation platforms, 
a protective cap of white sandstone. Standing 
on it—if one could seale that height—one 
would he nearly as high as tourists at the top 
ifthe Washington Monument ond blessed with 
as siriking a view, 

The feeling Thad had when skimming over 
the canyon by plane was reinforced by ac- 
qitaintance with its pillars from helow. They 
were net so much beautiful as overwhelming. 
T was reminded of o brilliant passage from 
Wallace Stezners book, Mormon Country, in 
which he describes such greal strata os “two 
or three petrified minutes of eternity.” 

To face them, he asserted, is “worse, in-some 
wavs, than faciig eternity itself, because eter- 
nity isea shadow without <ubstance, Here is 
the residue of a few totments, geologically 
speaking. Here are thousands of feet of rock 
patiently depesited over millions of years, 
buckled up inte the air with the slow finality 
of an express engine backing into an orange 
crate, and as patiently being worn away aver 
other millions.'* 

(Canvon a Box-within-a-box 

We found the canyon oor virtually barren 
of vegetation except for a few clumps of bunch 
grass studded alone the talus slopes, But, 
though rough and troilless, it was open and 
not hard to explore. 

The canvon itself wae a kind of box-within- 
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Sipapu, the third and largest span, rises 
several miles farther up White Canyon Lian 
site pase). Tits propertions are imp 
268 fect long, 53 feet thick, and 220 feet high, 
Kecuuse its abutments now sit back a Jong 
way from the stream’s main channel, the 
water can po longer exert much erosive pres- 
stire on the great arch, 

Sipapu's geological origin, like that of the 
others, is simple, At a sharp bend of a mean- 
dering river, water secking a straighter course 
eventually bored right through the rock wall, 
Sand blown by the -wind polished the bole and 
left the finely contoured spun we see toduy, 

Nat quite so simple was the matter of no- 
menclature, Ownchomo, Kachina, and Sipapy 
were once known, respectively, as Edwin, 
Caroline, and Augusta, after curly explorers 
or their relatives, 

To the United States Board of Geographic 
Names, these tithes apparently seemed a little 
lat. When the bridges became a monument, 
the Board cust around for appropriate Indian 
(anes, 

Unfortunately, the Paiutes of the vicinity 
weren't in the habit of naming bridges; they 
referred to them all, indiscriminately and 
rather inelegantly, as Ma-Vah-Talk-Tump, or 
“Under the Horse's Belly,” 

Undeterred, the Board turned to the Hopi, 
who were then thought to be descendants 
af the prehistoric Indians who had inhabited 
southern Utah. Edwin became Qwachomo 
(meaning “Rock Mound,” applicable to the

The Rustlers of Robbers Ronst 


From Natural Bridges a new road enabled 
we to continue westward another 40 mile 
through White Canyon to the Colorado River, 
Long a hangout of outlaws and rustlers and 
the scene of many an I[nilian skirmish anid 
range war, the area figured prominently in 

several of Zane Gorey" % western novels, 

One of the most successful and most unusual 
of the desperacdoes was Butch Cassidy, who 
holed up with his gang in a gulch known 
locally as Robbers Roost. 

Korn George LeRoy Parker,-son of a pious 
convert to Mormonism, young “Cassicy” 
found respectability intolerable. Gathering a 
gang of free spirits, he proceeded in Robin 
Hood fashion to moke life miserable for the 
law, the bigger cattle companies, the rnilroads, 
and the banks, from Canada to Mexico and 
from Nebraska to California. 

When he stole horses for a getaway, or lifted 
afew chickens for a erobstake, Cassidy usually 


left. twice their value in clinking coin. He 
aid his bills: he gave to the poor; he scrupu- 

lously avoided Wyoming, whase governor had 

paroled him on a promise never to retum, 

He never shot o mun nti) hia fing) battle. 
Oddly cowugh, that occurred in South Amer- 
wa, Where he tried with the help of one fellow 
rancher to hold off a whole company of cavalry. 

People still bob up who claim that Cassidy 
never actually died in that fracas In Bolivia, 
that he has been seen in Mexico, or Idaho, or 
some other spet. All 1 can say is that we 
cught no glimpse of him in White Canyon. 

We pressed on to Dandy Crossing and 
clanged the bell for Art Chaffin to come over 


from Hite and pick-us up with his ferry, the 


only means of getting a car across the Colo- 
rado on its 25$-mile course from Moab down 
to Navajo Bridge, Arizona. 

In a few minutes the one-man barge, 
powered by an ancient model-A Ford) enine, 
croped across the river on its steadying cahies, 
We drove aboard (page 735). 

“Five dollars for the car,” anit] Art, “ane 
$0 cents for each passenger.” 

“Mighty cheap,” I thought, reflecting on 
the detour it saved. 


Chaffin Makes His Dream Come True 


‘The Crossing’s history was not uninterest- 
ing, we found. Old Cass Hite, the hermit of 
the Colorado, had settler! here in the 1870s, 
started 9 small ranch, panned for gold, and 
even established a short-lived post office. He 
is Well remembered for having Jaunched ru- 
mors in 1893 which started a gold rush down- 
river to Navajo Mountain. When no gold 
materialized, angry prospectors drove Hite 
inte hiding for two years, 

Years afterward, Mt. am) Mrs. Chaffin 
moved in, cleared lond, planted orchurds, and 
set themselves up as a. two-person tawn, Art 
dreamed ot the day when a road would be 
built down to the river from Hanksville on 
the west and from Natural Bridges on the 
cast, 

His day came on September 17, 1944, 
After years of ‘patient waiting and many dis- 
appointments, Art's rowl, completed mostly 
through his owen labors, stood ready, Some 
$50 persons founced down mn 100 auterna- 
biles for the opening ceremoriies, which 
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included. speeches by Utah's Governor Herbert 
Maw, 4¢ke Johnson, and Art himseli, Now 
several thousand dollars: have been appropri- 
ated to improve Chaffin’s trail, and oil and 
Uranium prospectors moving In ulong it have 
boosted Hite’s transient population to nearly 
a hundred. 

The road up te Hanksville at the time we 
traversed it was hardly a boglevard. 4 its 
58 miles, about half is spent crossing and 
recrossing the bed of North Wash. Oné dis- 
vusted driver reckoned he had crossed it 76 
times in 30 miles. 

Hanksville itself proved to be a sad spot, 
Once knee-deep in rich prairie grass, the 
revion around it is now unimaginably barren 
and desolate. The answer con be compressed 
into ane bleak word—erosion. 

The Mormons who settled this section in 
ES80 were both courageous and determined, 
but their very efforts to grow and expand as 
A community were their undoing. Water for 
irrigation was insufficient and unrelinble, anid 
the attempt to wring more from the earth by 
grazing ond dry farming stripped oway the 
topeail. 

In such a situation, perhaps the least use- 
ful doctrine for the setilers to have brought 
with them was polypamy, Yet it was pre- 
cisely to practice this prohibited system that 
many of the Mormons came to isolated Honks- 
ville and its environs. 

One group holed up ot Lees Ferry on the 
Colorado, When Arizona's Governor George 
Hunt visited the area, he was fold about the 
polygamy and utged to stamp it out. Said 
Hunt, -atter a saur look at the town, “Tf Dhad 
to Hive in this place Vd want mote than ane 
Wile myself,” 

Another group settled near the Capitol 
Reef buttes, In a certain gulch there, Mor- 
mons and their-wives hid from the 4 Pederals,” 
and thus it acquired its piquant name, Cohab 
Canyon—short for ‘cohabitation,’ the offi- 
cial charge placed! against polygamous Saints, 

Such refuges served their purpose well 
enough. The Goveroment couldn't be both- 
ered to hound lawbrenkers so far off the 
beaten track. Hanksville and its fellow oases 
developed undisturbed. 

When polygamy died there, it fell to a 
qubtler enemy, the economic impossibility of 
supporting more than one wife on wind-blown 
acTes like these. 


Walley of the Goblins 


Mormons of the Four Corners Country have 
come to take for granter) the remarkable sven- 
ery that surrounds them. For example, one 
seldom sees a farmhouse set with an eve to the 


view, though thete are some amazing sites 


for a picture window. 
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The Mormon ranchers around Hanksville 
long have known about the fantastic Valley 
of the Goblins, better known as “Crobtin 
Gulch,” only 10 miles to the north: but they 
have never made anv frss about it. 

This TITULzIT litte valley, about eight 
square miles in area, looks like a convention 
of freaks, Crowded into its valleriés and 
amphitheaters are hundreds of crazily carved 


findstone figures, in inspiration somewhere 


between the bizarre creulions of a Dali and the 
prehistoric statues of Easter Island (pages 
706 and 726), 

Staring at this extraordinary galaxy, | could 
only laugh and think to nvself, - “What a place 
Lh high-school initiation an same moonlit 
night!” 

Public interest in the milch dates back 
only to 1949, when Art Chaffin and P.W, 
Tompkins of San Francisco visited it and 
took what are thought to be the first pic- 
tures ever snapped of its weird formations. 
Now it isin danger of being loved not wisely 
but too well by tourists more interested in 
leaving their mark than in preserving a very 
fragile whim of nature. 


Where Pioneers Met Their Match 


Enthusiastic, but undeniably parched, we 
left the Gulch and drove west over State Route 
24 through badlands ne dusty and thirsty as 
ourselves. 

The deserted) setulements we passed) bore 
mute evidence of the strugele which Mormon 
pioneers made to cultivate thie forbidding 
country, only to be forced away by flood and 
erosion from a land that just did not want 
to be farmed. 

BReyond the cottonwodds of Caineville we 
crunched up the slopes oO Blue Valley and 
prayed that the rains would leave us alone. 
This stretch of Mancos formation is one of 
the worst places in the United States for a 
vehicle in a sterm, In pioneer cays, wagons 
crossing it in wet weather had to stop every 
100 feet to have the mud hacked from the 
wheels. 

Passing up the narrow entry to Capitol Reef 
National Monument, with canyon walls tow- 
ering 1,000 feet above us, we encountered 
signs warning us to “Get ott fast in case of 
cloudburst|" A good bit of advice, we thought, 
But how? 

Our lick held good, however, No rains 
assaulted us. and in 30 mintes we emerged 
from the gorge in front of the comfortable 
house of the superintendent, Charlie Kelly, 
From his windows we could look up at the 
red cliffs and white domes of the reef itself. 

Said Kelly, “There's one last place you've 
got to visit before you head home, And that's 
Cathedral Valley.”

Where Turk and Russian Meet 


An American Newspaperman Reports on Conditions Along the “Barbed- 
Wire Curtain,” Turkev’s Remote Soviet Frontier

yy THY DO vou want to see Torkey’s 
Soviet frontier?” Dr. Halim Alvot, 
Director of the ‘Turkish Press and 
Tourist Bureau, asked me as we sipped coffer 
in his office it Ankara. 

“Because,” [ answered, “its going to be 
our frontier too, When Turkey comes into 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization, on 
attack on your country will be an attack on 
mine,” * 

I said I would like to see what kind al 
people live-on this frontier in the very shaclow 
af Soviet power. 1 wanted to learn what they 
thought of their Soviet neighbors, and why 
their sons had volunteered to fight the Com- 
munists in Korea, thousands of miles away. 

Dr. Alyot was friendly but noncommittal, 
reminding me that the whole 350-mile frontier 
with Russia is a military aren. 

He thought he could let me go as far as 
Kars, provincial capital close to the border. 
He wasn't sure | could get military permission 
io go all the way to the boundary, 35 miles 
bevond (pages 745-7, 732, 762}. 

But Dr. Alyot was better than his word. 
Within o week | was: standing in the tower 
of a Turkish army poston the frontier itself. 

Behind me the mountains and plateaus of 
Turkey stretched westward for some $00 miles 
te storied Istanbal and the Straits. Ahead, 
only 300 yards from the observation tower, 

wits the Soviet Union, (Set the new map of 
Goutweat Asia, a supplement to Lhis issue.) 

From where I stoad, the oil fields of Baku, 
4 major source of Soviet power, were only 
about 325 miles away—litte more than an 
hour's flying time for propeller planes, much 
lees for modern jets. 


A Loek Behind the [ron Curtain 


A tall Turkish soldier in a British-tvpe 


helmet was looking through a spvglas< irom 
the tower (page 755). 

“What do you see aver there?” Tasker! him, 
He hanced me the glass, 

T took a long, hard squint through an aper- 
ture in the wall, Straight ahead was a erassy 
plateau about five miles wide, It was as if 
a ginnt bad laid out a colossal bowling alley 
leading into Soviet territory, 

The sides of the alley were smooth, rounded 
hilis, as bare of trees as some of the hills | 
have seen in Wyoming or Arizona. At the 
end of the alley was a rise just high enough 
to hide what lay beyond. 


From a near-by hill T could have seen the 
snowy cone of Mount Alagez, 13,435 feet high, 
in Soviet territory. But trom the border post 
the great peak was invisible; and there wis no 
hint of the mighty Caucasus Mountains that 
rear their heads to the north, between the 
Black Sea and the Caspian, 

The Turks had told me that the Russizns 
had 26 divisions in the Caucasus area;a force 
greater than the entire strength of the Turkish 
army. Thad expected to see impressive frvit- 
tier fortifications, but the only visible evidence 
of this jealously guarded border was a barbed: 
wire fence that Stretched across: the huge 
bowling alley. “The Barbed-wire Curtain,” 
T called it. 

Through the spyelass T saw ‘observation 
pests on the Soviet side, but no soldiers, no 
villages, no people, 

| shivered to think of this treeless no muun’s 
land in the winter, when winds whistle down 
from the Caucasus and the temperature plum- 
mets to 30° below: zero F. 


Lone Tractor Proves “Mechanization™ 


Luckily, I was there on a brilliant summer 
flay. ‘The border was as still as the surface 
of the moon except for the twitter af. birds 
and the droning of @ single gasoline engine: 
| tormmed and saw a tractor on the Soviet side, 
Santing down a prassy slope, 

After days. of traveling through the bare, 
wimost tractorless grazing land of eastern Tur- 
key, T thought the tractor looked as odd as 
a camel in. Connecticnt, tasked my Turkish 
aokher friencl whether ‘Kare were many trac- 
tora on the Soviet side. 

“Sir,” he said with a smile, “our unit has

‘But this time 1 came to the City of Light 
by train, from the port of (Cherbourg acros 
the pastures of Normandy. Tf like! this ap- 
nroach then, as always, because in the train's 
own movement | sensed a gathering im- 
patience which matched my own, a crescendo 
of expectation for the delights of the capital, 

Outside my window the farmlands gave way 
to towns: the towns clotted abruptly inte 
suburbs: the train rushed headlong into the 
amoky shel of the Gare St, Lazare and drew 
too stop. Parts: And home. 

On the station platform mustachioed por- 
ters in blue smocks and berets swarmed over 
the lugenge. One stocky fellow. a smoldering, 
hand-rolled cigarette drooping from his lip, 
snatched my bags and trotted aff, favoring me 
with only one word of explanation: “Taxi!” 


Battle of the Boulevards 


Soon I was in one, A rickety antique, it 
looked as if it hal been left ever from those 
commancdecred by General Gallient to rush 
troops to the Battle of the Marne. With bulb 
horn squawking impatiently, sailed into the 
frenzy of Parisian traffic.

the arts. 

The French themselves, some in patched 
denim, some os chic as next week's showings, 
seemed as always to have stepped from a 
canvas bry Renwir. 

Pleft my bags at the hotel and took to the 


streets again, on foot, driven by the desire

Where Burny the Flame of Franee 


Walking up the great Avenue of the Champs 
Blysees to the Arc cle Triomphe (page 773), 
| foune 1 was not alone in my pilgrimage, 
Toward it ake marched a column of pray 
haired Frenchmen, Mony limped: all wore 
campaign ribbons. At the head of the forma- 
tion strode a standard-bearer with the flag of 
the regiment. 

Under the Arch, from which dppoled a huge 
Tricolor of France, (hese veterans of World 
War T bared their heads, eves fixed on the 
flag and on the bronze plaque which com- 
memorates the lheration of Paoris:in Atwerust, 
1v44_* 

Their commander then stepped forward, 
bent down at the Tomb of the Unknown Sol- 
dier, and tumed up the flame which burns 
there, low but constant, in honor of those who 
fell for France in World War f. 

When the veterans had departed, | went up 
hy elevator to the top of the Arch. Here, high 
above the Place del'Etotle, T could study once 
more the twelve avenues which radiate from

My course took me past tangible evidence 
of Paris’s place in the international scheme of 
things, Not far from the American Embassy, 
near the Concorde, W, Averell Harriman had 
established the headeuarters of the Economic 
Cooperation Administration in a house once 
oecupied by Tallevrand. Now it continued to 
serve as the focal point for ECA's successor, 
the Mutual Security Agency, charged with 
meshing the economic and defensive efforts of 
America and the free nations of Europe. 

On the other side of the river from the Place 
‘de la Concorde T glimpsed the Qual d'Orsay, 
home of the French Foreign Office. Here wis 
siened last vear the momentous Schuman Plan 
for the pooling of Western Europe's steel and 
chal nescrrces. 

Near the Téna Bridge, on the crest of-a hill 
dominating the Seine, | saw the white lalnis 
de Chaillot, where the United Nations hele its 
Sixth General Assembly (page 775). Not fat 
away, | knew, were the permanent offices of 
tersco, the United Nations Educational, 
scientific, and Cultural Organization, 

Walking through Paris is walking through 
history, past and in the making. But the 
centuries sit lightly on the old city. 

As T strode along the river, the fog rolled 
up anid street lamps filtered their light gently 
through the gossamer, snilling a silky radiance 
an the amooth, black surface of the Sefne, 
Passers-by emerged [rom the dusk atl as 
quickly disappeared nonin, Jeaving behind 
them only the diminishing beat of metal- 
rimmed heels on the pavement. Buildings, 
tivhtly shuttered, took on an air of mystery, 

Secing these sights, hearing these sounds, 
inhaling the damp mustiness of Paria, I felt 
again what so many haye felt before me: a 
sense that this capital of a foreign land was, 
paradoxically but truly, my “home town,"

1 even learned 
to marinate «a goose properly in olive ofl, 
Vinegar, chopped shallots, carrots, parsley, snd

I retreated to my room

The ultimate test, on which my hopes of a 
diploma tested, called for the preparation-— 
within an hour of an omeletie Parmentior (a 
potato omelette), canard A Uorange (duck with 
orange), anid a dozen little tarts stuffed with 
pple purce and spiked with cognac—farfe- 
fefles mignatnes, 

T passed. And afterwards, with the help of 
two friends and an excellent bottle of Saint- 
Emilion, | ate my masterpieces, DT could truth- 
fully say that it was the best examination 
1 had ever tasted.

It is # Spirit which pervades the city—a ~ 


spirit which seems to assert, in dehance of 
the hobgablins of efficiency, that the clock 
was made for man, not man for the clock. 
Parisian taxicabs may dart about the streets 
like nervous ponies, But not Parisian 
pedestrimns, They don't stride: they saunter. 

And they do not find tt easy to poss a-sicle- 
walk café. At all hours of the day they are 
to be found sitting under the gaily colored 
parasols, sipping coffee or some other drink, 
amiably chatting and watching the rest of 
Paris pss in review. 

I had a friend whose office was on the 
Champs Elvsees. He was a businessman, a 
chap with many irons in the fire, But when 

a client came to call, he would steer him gently 
downstiies to the nearest cafe.

Charles V converted it-into his: resi- 
dence. Catherine de Medicis, that terror of 
her dev, planned the building of the long 
collery paralieling the Seine; she wanted to 
connect the Louvre with her apartments in 
the Tuileries, 


The Louvre: 45 Acres of Masterpieces: 


Louis XTV eventually allowed the building 
to fall into disrepair, but Louis XV refurbished 
it. Henry TV, Napoleon T, aml Napoleon 11 
ordered finyprertanit anditions which made the 
Louvre not only one of the largest—it covers 
acne 45 aotes—bul one of the mast beautiful 
pHlaces in the world. 

What hangs upon its walls and stands-in its 
great room is, of course, worth far more to 
civilization than the edifice itself. Nearly any 
school child kinaws that it howses the superb 
Winged Victory of Somothrace, the Venus de 
Milo (page 771), and Leonardo du Vinci's 
Mona Lisa, Hut they are only three of its 
gems. To sample even cursorily its vast cal- 
lection of French, Flemish, Italian, Greek, 
Egyptian, and other masterpieces is a for- 
midable undertaking. 

The Louvre, todeed, ts so enormous and so 
mazelike that it is ono trick at all to lose 
yourself in its corridors. Someomt hes cal- 
culated that it would take three hours of 
fast, nonstop walking merely to glance ance 
in passing at its collection of fine arts through 
the ages. And yet the same building also 
hewses the Ministry of Finance and the Nu- 
dimal Lottery! 

ot the Jeast attraction of the Louvre is 
the people who frequent it, Parents en- 
thralled by & painting learnedly explain its 
virtues ti 8-vear-olds who nod politely and 
hear nothing at all. Lovers, their fingers inter- 
woven, sit on benches in a happy daze of con- 
lemplation, A bearded art student hurries in, 
stares Ot a Tintoretto, and dashes off to his 
studio to catch on canvas that elusive color, 

A.source of wonder to ourerous art lovers 
used to be that French safes remained 
cold for-so long toward France's own muas- 
ters of impressionism —Cévanne, Manet, De- 
gas, Monet, and the others, The great collec- 
tions of these artists’ works were foun out. 
side France, especially in America. In loiter 


and well-publicized “dens of iniquity.”

In summer the Place takes on the atmos:

‘The door to a cabaret 
swings open, Ticking a bar of light mcross the 
snow; from the rooms behind float laughter 
and the sctape of a violin.

Central Markets at Midnight 


Many a man who hos toured the cabarets of 
Montmartre has wound up at midnight, as 1 
have, at Les Halles, the Central Markets at 
aris (page 786), There are two sobering 
things to be found here, One is the realization 
that farmers have been sending their produce 
to this spot for at least 800 vears, centuries 
before Columbus: left his cradle: the other is 
onion Seup. 

My favorite place to obtain the soup is the 
Pére Tranquille, 1 restaurant whose coneoc- 
tion is noted for its restorative power. Tn its 
rich beef steck float paper-thin rings of deli- 
calely cooked Gniens and chunks of French 
hread, sprinkled generously with grated cheese, 
As a second course, one can pick up from 
nvichboring stalls cornmucopias of French fried! 
potatoes just out of their sizeling bath— 
eolien pred crisp, 
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Revived, the reveler can watch the trucks 
and waguns rumble in from the city’s out- 
skirts with their neal loads of carrots, cauli- 
flower, leeks, onions, potatoes, and other rural 
riches. 

The farmers arrange their vegetables on the 


pavement as if for a still life—the white beards: 


of leeks laid alternately with the green ends, 
the frizeled taps of carrots tucker) ppposite 
the orange-colored roots, the snowy centers 
of cauliflower nestled in green leaves. 

To towr the whole market takes quite a 
walk, But there is this to be sai] about Paris: 
its a city in which walking comes naturally. 
No towering skyscrapers oppress the petes- 
than: oo canyon wills of blank ane noncom- 
mittal office buildings shut out the sky antl 
belittle the mum on foot. 

The architectural scale, in short, is to man’s 
measure. Buildings of note and worth are set 
off by & square or.anm avenue: they can be 
seen, Cramped streets there are: but to fal- 
low one ts to. anticipate with confidence the 
moment when oa twist and a turn will-suddenty 
reved! a guildthall, a church, an old and ornate 
hotel, a noble statue, 

Even the massive bulk of Notre Dame de 
Paris, thanks both to its gracious setting on 
the Ne de la Cité and to the impeccable pro- 
portions of its great towers, seems impressive 
but not overwhelming. It is enormously old: 
the artisans who set to work on it in 1163 laid 
their stone over a pagan altar derlicated to 
the Roman Jupiter, Yet 3 Sutiset turns its 
tray walls to rose, the ancient cathedral with 
its rich central window appears not cold with 
age but warm with life (pages 768, 802). 


Eiffel! Tower, Symbol with a View 


A city so deft in the placement of its chief 
edifices can absorh huge incongruities of style. 
It would) be hard to conceive of a greater 
architectural leap than that from the flving 
buttresses of Notre Daeme to ther girders of the 
Eiffel Tower and thence to the classical Dome 
des Invalides, where Napoleon lies buried, 
But they are all equally symbols of Paris. 

The Eiffel Tiwer, set off by the wide spaces 
of the Champ de Mars, is both a view in itself 
and an incomparible vantage point for other 
views, From its peak, ona clear cay, one can 
embrace all Paris and its surrounding coun- 
tryside within a 35-mile radius, 

Two and a half million rivets hold together 
this skeleton of steel. In a strong wine one 
can almost feel the strain on the strange; 
emaciated structure (pages 775, 804). 

The tower dominates but does not dim the 
gleaming roof af lus Invalides. Beneath it, in 
the curious blue light which filters down from 
the dome, rests the Emperor's sarcophagus, of 
antique red granite from Finland, Cher gen- 


erals and marshals of France, from ‘Turenne 
to Foch, sleep near by in chapels or crypt. I 
iso stately resting place and, in its somber 
elegance, peculiarly French, 

One does net need to make the “grand tour,” 
however, to discover the sights of Paris; a 
walk in almost any direction will reveal thet. 
Thus, « stroll southeustward from Les Halles 
confronts one with the dramatic upthrust of 
the. Tour St. Jacques, a beautiful remnant 
of the both-century church of St, Jacques la 
Boucherie; and, across the square behind it, 
the broad bulk of the Hotel de Ville, the City 
Hall of Paris (page 797), 

The Hotel was rebuilt after being bored 
down in the turbulent days of the Comeovune, 
A flambevant and appealing example of French 
Renaissance architecture, it has a profusion 
af gargoyles peeking over its roofs and a host 
of illustrious sculptured Frenchmen ready, 
from their niches, to burst into political speech 
at the drop of'a top hat, 

Close to the City Hall are the sewers, A 
few steps from the Hétel a manhole leads to 
a flight of iron stairs down which T once 
Climbed to the echoing and surprisingly non- 
odorous tunpels. 7 expected at-any moment 
to see Jean Valjean racing out of the pages 
of Les Misérables and splashing off around the 
commer, with Inspector Javert behind him. 


Rambling Along the Left Bank 


If Victor Hugo is the literary guardian of 
the sewers. then the spirit of Ernest Hemin- 
way presides over the Left Bank. He lived in 
this quarter of the city, south of the Seine, 
and he wrote of it simply and well, One of 
his characters In Tie Suows of Kilimanjaro 
remembered a most cotorful part, the Place de 
la Contremarpe, this way: 

“There never was another part.of Paris that 
he loved like that, the sprawling trees, the old 
white plastered houses painted brown below, 
the long green of the nutobus in that round 
square, the purple flower dye upon the paving, 
the sudden drop down the hill of the rue 
Cardinal Lemoine to the River, and the other 
way the narrow crowded world of the rue 
Moufietard] ... [ancd| the high marrow 
houses and the cheap tall botel where Paul 
Verlaine had died.” * 

Equally appealing Is the section near the 
Luxembourg Gardens, that lively park where 
children ole) and young sail their boats beside 
the misty fountoins, lovers stroll throuch the 
lowers, and donkeve draw cartloads of young- 
sters under (he ancient trees (page 778). 

Then there's the Rue Servandoni, just aff 
the Luxembourg. <A charming street, it 
meanders gently to the church of St. Sulpice.

For Americans, « Home-town Merald 

Amerncains, it must be confessed, have 
added little to this cuisine. But in journalism 
we can rightly claim credit. for a Parisian in- 
stitution: the European Edition of the: New 
York Herald Tribune, 

Though published in English, it is no mere 
offshoot of Manhattan, Its a metropolitan 
daily with a home-town favor—und Paris: is 
hit borne hewn, 

James Gordon Bennett, Jr. founded the 
Paris Herald in. 1887. Even Paris found Ben- 
hott simewhat unusual. Deciding that the 
printer's ink used by the #ferafdf was inferior, 
Bennett shopped around for A substitute. He 
found no black ink that satisfied him, sp he 
bought red. For the next few weeks) until the 
supply ran out, Ferafd readers needed no rose- 
colored glasses, 

Bennett had other whims. In one issue he 
ran 9 letter to: the editor, signed “An Old 
Philadeipiin Lay,” which asked how to con- 
vert temperature readings from centigrade tn 
Fahrenheit. Readers tool that in thelr stride: 
but they were a littl astonished to see it 
appear again the next day, and the next, 

Thev hatin't seen anythin 4 Vet, Bennett mtn 
it daily tor 1& vears and five months—a total 
of 6,718: times, 

Why?) Some claim it was: for publicity; 
some that it was part of o Bennett crusade 
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fer adoption of the centigrade thermometer: 
some that Bennett, too stubborn to amit 
having let it slip into the paper a. second time, 
tried to pass it off aso deliberately scheduled 
daily feature. 

However that may be, Bennett was 10 mere 
jokester, He was an excredingiy competent 
journalist, He introduced cabled news from 
America, linotypes, photocngraving, ond 
COMICS, 

Even more important to J*arisinns, he 
picked a stiff of truly brilliant writers. In 
addition to American and British newspaper- 
men, he hired such European lominaries as 
Anitole France, Camille Flammarion, Pierre 
Loti, Marcel Prevost, Paul Bourget, and Ga- 
briele d’Annunzin, 

Perhaps the best known of the old Herald 
stuffers was Sparraw Robertson, who covered 
the capital's sports, café society, and night life 
until he was past &O. Slicht in build, with a 
grin-attased face. compled suit, and battered 
hat, Sparrow looked like an ovetaged elf. 
Touring the night spets till dawn, Sparrow 
woukl return to his typewriter and peck out in 
murnedlistic grammar onc svntax his recollec- 
tions of the evening. He referred to friends 
fil mere soquainiances alike as “My Old 
Pals”; some were delighted to appeur the 
next morming in his column; some were not. 


Frankie and Fif-—a Paris Problem 


There ate fewer pixies'on the staff of the 
Paris Herald THoiwee now, thoweh in Art 
Buchwald a worthy replacement for Sparrow 
hos been found, Under the direction ef such 
sober-minded newsmen as Geolfoey Parsons, 
qr. (who revived tt after the Liberation), Wal- 
ter Kerr, andl Boel Weare, the European Edi- 
tion bas developed a more cosmic viewpoint 
with better coverage and editorials. 

The poper still keeps Americans in Paris in 
touch, however, mot only with world affairs but 
with the World Series.

across desert wastes and hurren tiuitain 
ranges of the Near East, the word 
*Rasheal” spells red-blooded adventure, 

Ranging from Persian Gulf pastures to 
wind-swept highhnds in the #agros Moun- 
tains, the Kashgal tribesmen are saddle-bredl, 
tent-<dwelling descendants of the conquering 
hordes of Genghis Khan, In their ancestral 
lands of southern Iran, these proved and fiercely 
independent people preserve o nomadic way 
of life rare in our modern world. 

The suave, slender man sitting across the 
table from my wife and me in wo Tehran res- 
taurant seemed far removed fram sich an 
existence, His well-tailored clothes and Ox- 
ford accent bespoke, rather, a London draw- 
ing roeny or ventlemen's club, Yet Malek 
Mansur Kashgai—preaudly bearing the name 
of the tobe—is one of ‘its hereditary chiets 
ated ic famed throughout Tran for his- horse- 
manship ond prowess as a hunter (pawe 832). 

“When you return to Tran,” he sai, “make 
us o visit. Live with the tribe, travel with us 
on our migration, share-our everyday existence. 
Then vou can tell others abowt the litle of 
nomuiels.”” 

A year later pew assignments took Jean and 
me to the Near East. We wrote to Malek 
Mansur. asking if his: invitation still held gow. 
Back came a cable: “We are in stimmer pts- 
tures: Hurry to Tehran. My cousin will 
escort vir to trial bods.” 

To Tran’s capital we flew, only to receive 
bad news, The Anglo-Iranian of] dispute was 
reaching a ¢risis, and the Government had 
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issued a decree strictly forbidding foreigners 


to ‘enter tribal areas." 
His Majesty the Shah Intercedes 


Appeals ta the Press Ministry and Army 
were fruitless, In desperation we took qur 
case to Mohammed Riza Shah Pahtlevi, our 
gracious host during part of aur previous visit, 

The Shah was sympathetic. Twodavs later 
the Chief of Staff of the lranian Army handed 
us a pass that permitted us to travel freely 
in Kashyraa band. “With the compliments of 
His Imperial Majesty.” he said with a smile. 

With Habib Kashgai, Malek Mansur's 
cousin, we Tew to Isfahan. He was accom- 
panied by two servants, One carrie shot- 
guns, rifles, and a case of Coca-Cola, while 


the other gingerly held a package that was 


encased ino box of crushed ice. 


Hall a dazen tribesmen in a-jeep anda com- 
nnd car met us, Our luggage ane Habib's 
supplies were loaded into the car. We climber 
into the jeep and set out on the 50-mile drive 
te the town of Shahrita (see Southwest Asia 
map, a supplement to this issue). 

At every large village sentries stopped us, 
but our pass proved an apen-sesame. One 
glance at it and the soldiers ‘saluted and sent 
Ls eed eH Waly, 

We left the main highway ai Shahriza and 
jounced overland on narrow trails that grew 
more rugred by the minute, Often we crossed 
swift mountain streame; each called for u 
halt to wet our dusty throats; Every lime we 
atoppel, Habii’s servant cooled his myvs- 
terious package in the rushing water. 

Shure Tribesmen's Rice and Lamb 

At trail’s end we camped for the night. 
Rasheai families had pitched black goat-hair 
tents near by, and we shared their dinner of 
Hutty rice and lamb broiled over open coals. 
Early next morning, mounted on horses and 
burres, we set curt for Malek Mansur's comp. 

“Now we're in Kashgai territory,” Hahil 
informed us, “All the people -yau meet from 
now in will be our tribesmen.” 

The jeep tide had taken us through arid 
country, bare and desolate under the scorch- 
ing-sun. Now the land changed as we rode 
toward! the towering Zagrns Mountains, Snow 
still capper their highest peaks, some of which 
reach up to over 14,000 feet, 

Our horses picked their way through flower- 
strewn valley meadows and an occasional freld 
of gratn ripening beside the trail, Herdsmen 
in brightly colored robes tended flocks of fat- 
tniled sheep. White camels grazed everv- 
where, Horsemen, erect on finely bred ani- 
mals, mised guns in salute as we passed. 

Dusk found us in Malek’s camp, pitched in 
a high mountain valley, A snow-fed stream, 
lined with trees, ran through the cluster of 
canvas and goat-hair tenis. “The canvas 
shelters were bright blue, vellow, and red, in 
contrast to the wsual black Kasheal tents.

As he spoke, two tribesmen appeared ei tain- 
ine toocder a load of four tbes heads, each with 
tiassive horns more than a yard long. They 
policed Le trophies on the ground and bowed! 
to Nasser Khan, who inspected the horns and 
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“After all.” she said, “eres are for breakfast, 
puncl wha pot fish eg” 

When Kasheat khoans go hunting, they hunt 
in comfort. Instead of packing a lunch, they 
pick the whole camp (page SIS). By the 
time breakfast wis over, every tent had been 
struck and packed on mules and camels A 
line of servants ond heavily lachen pack 
mnimals was weaving across the green valley 

Malek's bearer brought out. half «a aloeen 
superb handmade English otal Belyian guns, 
worth a king's ransom. We had our choice 

“We like good weapons,” Nasser Khan tole 
i. “A KRushtai und his gun are selifom sepa- 
rated. We have a tribal saying: “heep vour 
gin by vour side and leave yout money with 





your wife.” A man who does that seidom gets 
into trouble.” 

Mounted an Arabian stallions, we galloped 
iter the disappearing baggage (rain, A score 
of Kasheal men made up the hunting party. 
and each of the khims, 23 well as Jean and I, 
wie followed by a wuonbearer on a mule, 

Kashvais are magnificent horsemen, with a 
deep affection for their mounts. They stroker! 
their sleek necks and patted them as thev 
mounted: hands were gentle on the reins. In 
the Near East. where there is little regara 
for animel life, that is a rare thing. 

By midmorning we bod climbed to nearly 
10,000 feet. The ground was rough and 
broken, covered with rocks, o stubble of grass, 
and scrub cedar, Soon we heard the wnmis- 
takable call of the red-legged partridge, We 
reined in, and I prepared to dismount. Matek 
Mansur stopped me. 


Horsemen Shoot at Full Gallop 


“We will hunt this flack in Kasheai fashion,” 
he said, “You and Jean stxy back a bit and 
witch,” 

The line of mounted men moved at a trot 
up the valley floor, Suddenly there was in 
explosive whir of wings, and a bevy of par- 
tridges biurst into the air and sped away like 
feathered ullots. 

The stallions swept forward at a dead run, 
The Kashgnis rose in their stirrups, reins loose 
on the horses’ necks (pave B13), Guns came 
up and spoke: suddenly it was raining par- 
tridges. 1 watched Malek Ataneur. Man 
and horse seemed to be one, Three times he 
fired his Belgian automutic shetgun, and three 
times a feathered ball exploded in. the sar. 

After the first onsheoeht the riders reine 
their mounts to ac-halt, Hearers gathered the 
game. Forty-four partridges were hung from 
cach Strings. 

We dismounted to hunt the remaining birds 
on foot, Soon the Khan colled a halt. 

“Tt is enoweh for now,” he said. “By next 
year this fleck will be back te its orginal stv 
We don't want lo wipe out our own game” 

At noun we rowided a hill-and came upon 
our Camp, retreated in anew setting, In our 
can tent Jean and | found everything exactly 
es it had been the day before, Lonch was 
ready in the big dining tent, and after another 
bonquet-size meal everyone took a brief stesty 
At 3.o'clock the camp came to life, but no one 
went jour thes arses, 

“The afternoon sun is not mood for hunting,” 
said Nasser Khan, “Weowill remain bere for 
an hour or iwi and enjoy the shade.” 

When & Kasheal has nothing else to do, be 
practices marksmanship Servants placed 
targets on o hillside near the camp, and khans 
and minor chiefs took turns shooting. 

Their skill was unbellevable. Masser Khan, 
during one of his turns, brought down five 
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crows flying past, firing offhand from: a-stand- 
ime peesitiavn, 

Ono later hunt, | saw Malek at full gallop 
drop five ontelone with five nile shots. 

Used) midget flitsh bulls, we found, were 
much in demand as targets. Set up 50 paces 
from the shooter, they were difficult to hit with 
target rifles. As the afternoon practice ended, 
the Khan hod « servant place two bulbs about 
73 feet infront of our tent. 

“We have been moet impolite,’ he suid, 
“We hive not offer! Mrs. Shor a chance to 
shew. Does éhe know how to use a rifle?" 

“TH try,” replied Jean. Carefully she aimed 
the target gun. Tt barked twite. Both finsh 
bulbs disappeared. 

The Kashgais looked? amazed, then broke 
into shouts of delight, 

“Toknew that Texas background of mind 
would come in handy someday,” Jean suid. 


Hunter and Horse Are os One 


Keen as T was about the hunting, T found 
the remarkable oneness of the Aasheni and his 
horse even more fascinating, The finely bred 
Arobians seemed almoxt human. When a 
horseman stands in the stirrups and shoots at 
full gallop, his very life depends upart his 
muunt's intelligence. A sudden swerve or 
stop can be fatal, ‘These horses, perfectly 
Irained, never changed cours® or stopped 
abruptly, They looked ahead for obstacles. 
When changing direction, they did it slowly. 

Later, we were to scenid a week in the tents 
of Ziat Khan, one of the principal subkhans 
of the tribe and its leading horse trainer. 

This head of several thowsand fumilies is 
knowo ws the “Father of the Horse.” A 
bronzed, stocky mat of medium height with 
deeply lined face, he is famous even among 
the Kashgais for his horsemanship (page §08 1. 
He trains the mounts ridden tw Nasser Khan 
and Malek Mansur, and his strain of Arabiens 
is the finest in the tribe, 

More than 300 years ago the Kashgals first 
brought steeds from the deserts of Araby, and 
they have kept the blood lines clean. Their 
studbook Is one of the oldest in the world, 

Calling on Ziat Khan, we were surprised to 
nod a clean-limber! mare standing contentedly 
in one corner of his tent on a deep-plled 
Persian carpet, her foal nursing af her side. 

“Ly pee stallion sired this colt,’ “tat 
Khan told us, patting the neck of the legiy 
youngster, “He will make a wonderful mount, 
one of the best T have ever bred. He will live 
in my tent. go where T go. A good mount 
is part of a Kashgai’s family circle,” 

Our first hunt with the chiefs lasted three 
(ays: each day camp moved with the hunters. 

When wr returned to our original camp site, 
Malek said that arrangements had been made 
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for us io spend a few weeks with a Kasha 
family in a camp a few miles distant. 

“You will want to see how ordinary members 
of our tribe tive,” be said. “I think you will 
be surprised at the life they lead, In many 
ways our people are wellaff. They have com- 
fortable clothes, enough to ent, and o satis- 
fying existence. We ate a free people, proud 
and independent. We have a lotin common 
with Americans, The degree of mechanization 
is not important: vitel things gu deeper, ancl 
in those we are very much alike.” 


In the Vanguard of Genghis Khan 


That night, sevted under the big tent, Malek 
Mansur anil Nasser Khan told us the history 
of their tribe, Never written, it i «story 
handed down from father te son for centuries, 
told and retold around thousands of campfires: 
Neo one knows it better than these brothers, 
for they are direct descendants of the family 
which founded the tribe, and which bas ruled 
it for more than 400 years. 

The Kashgais, according to their own 
legends, came originally from Chinese Turki- 
stan, sweeping “cress Afghanistan and nerth- 
em Persia (Tran) in the vanguard of the 
legions of Genghis Khan. 

Consitderhle evidence supports this belief, 
They still speak the Turki language, with a 
dialect strikingly similar to that of Kashgar, 
in Turkisten, A nambeér of their idioms core 
from that region, For instance, their use of 
the word ‘“Tadiik” to describe a person they 
don't like may indicate o long period of 
proximity to, and disagreement with, the 
Tadjik people near Kashgar, 

“Tn the timeof Genghis Khan,” said Malek, 
‘we were not pel a separate itibe, After our 
ancestors settled in Averbaijan, on Persia's 
northwest frontier, we came together as a unit, 
Then, aroun 1600, we made our way south, 
settling where we are ow, The tribe has 
RTOwn until there are about 100,000 of us, oc- 
cupying nearly half of the Province of Fars, 
or Parsa, which gave Old Persian t= mame.” 


Tribe a Band of Brothers 


“The important thing to remember,” Nasser 
Khan added, “is that we are all members af 
one big family. All Kasheais are brothers. 
For four centuries we have lived. hunted, and 
fought on that basis, Tt is eur strength,” 

While legally subject to the Lranian Gov- 
ernment, the khans are the actual rolers within 
tribal bounds, Serving under Nasser Khan 
are kafoniers, or subkhans, each with several 
thousand families under his control, The 
kalantars, in turn, act through éadéAudas, or 
uards, each in charge of os many os 100 
families, Beneath them come the rev sefids, 
ar grivbeards, one to each few households, 
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Techmically, the power oT the khans is ab- 

In. practice, every Kashgal i# free to

Also, the wife jis usually the family 
banker, She keeps the money, pays the bills, 
often dispenses charity, and hides the family 
savings (page $24). 


Blizzard Victim Helped by All 


Kashgai charity is direct and practical, We 
witnessed an example shortly after our arrival 
in Shir Ali's home, 

A neighbor, Kalish by name, had moved his 
flock of more than 100 cheep high into the 
mountnins, A freak blizzard caught the flock 
n few nights before our urrival, and every 
shrep was frozen to death. Kalish, his wite, 
und four children were lft destitute, 

Gorgal}, the kadkhuda of the group, called 
a council of the heads of the 100-odd families 
under his control, The meeting was held at 
dusk around « catepfire in front of Gorgali’s 
tent. We were invited to attend. 

Shir Ali walked to the meeting leading a 
fat ewe by a goat-hair rope. To our astonish- 
ment, every man had brought o ram or ewe. 
A few carried a lamb under each arm. 

Gorgali called the meeting to order and 
made a speech remarkable for its brevity, 

“T see you all know why we have met.” he 
said. “Out brother Kalish hos’ suffered mis- 
fortune, We shall make it up to him. Put 
your gifts in the sheeplold. ‘Tormorrow Kalish 
shall lead them to his own pastures.” 

Kalish made a brief speech of gratitude, 
and the humor that i a vital part of the 
nomad's life flashed at the conclusion. 

“T have been counting the sheep you have 
brought,” he said, “I now hive [5 more 
than T lost. That was a-lucky blizzard!” 

The Kashydis roared with laughter, left 
their gifts, and returned to their tents. 

“Tt iscour way oof life,” Shir Ali explained. 
“We all share god and bad fortune. No 
Kashgai household is ever destitute. Ti Kalish 
hac perished in the blizzard, we would have 
replaced the flock and taken turns tending it 
until his own sons were old enough to take 
responsibility for the family,” 

Life with Shir Ali was less elaborate than 
that with Malek Mansur, but equally exciting. 
The Lion of Ali was a typical tribesman, 
neither richer nor poorer than most af his fel- 
lows. He owned 160 sheep, more than enough 
to yield milk, cheese, and a daily porthon of 
meat for his family. Six horses and eight 
camels provided transportation for himself, 
his wife, mother, two sors, diughter, and all 
their possessions. 

A-screen of woven rushes divided the fam- 
ily’s gout-hair tent, about 14 by 25 feet. One 
half served a5 4 bedroom: the other, living 
and dining roam (page 821). 


Here, in summer grazing land, Shir Ali owns 
4) acres of mountain meadow, In winter 
pasture, Tear the Persian Gulf, he owns an- 
other 60 acres and tents two more of irrigated 
iarm land fram Nasser Khan, There he 
griws wheat and rice, which are stored in 
catpetbags and carrie! by lumbering camels 
to the summer quarters, 

Shir Ali's daily life differs little from his 
ancestors 2.000 yeurs ago. He rises at dawn, 
dresses in homespun shirt ancl trousers, home- 
made shoes, and <lips on a cont woven from 
ihe wool of his own flock, After a breakigst 
of coarse bread, goat cheese, and tea, he and 
his sons take the flocks to pasture. Leaving 
the boys in charge of the sheep, he spends the 
day with his friends, hunting partridge 

He owns shotgun ond rifle, but the birds 
are hagged by hand. “Shotgun shells,” our 
host told ua, “cost more than partridge.” 

Hunting Without Guns 

Mounted on a gray Arabian, ] rode with him 
nnd his friends on a weaponless hunt. It be- 
gan in the same way as the hunt with the 
khans—a line of horsemen moving forward 
across an open plait. Birds were flushec, and 
the horses broke into a run, They followed 
the birds until they came to ground, then 
flushed them once more. 

After three flights, each shorter than the 
last, the partridges’ short wings could no 
longer lift their heavy bodies. The Kashgais 
dismounted and ran after the birds. ‘The hunt 
netted four binds per man, 

Qn horseback Thad litte difficulty keep- 
ing up with the hunters, On foot it was 
another story. The Kasheais are swift run- 
ners, with remarkable endurance. Before the 
first bird was captured, | was gasping for 
breath and watched in amazement as the 
tribesmen ran uphill and down, seizing the 
fluttering game 

In the heat of the day we rested on carpets 
spread under trees, ute a lunch of bread and 
cheese, and plaved the ancient Persian game 
af ats, The game, similar to Western poker, 
is plaved with a brightly colored deck of 
wooden cards. There are five denominations, 
the ahs, shah (or king), queen, warrior, 
and dane ing girl, The Kashgais love to 
gamble, and stakes often run high. More luck 
than skill is invelved, but) bluffing ts impor- 
tant: Shir Ali won three partridges from his 
less fortunate triencs, | 

“Hunting is more than a sport with us,” 
Shir Ali pointed out when we were back in 
camp. “A good hunter has a good larder. In 
the winter we have gazelle and antelope, in 
the summer mouflon, ibex, and partridge, 
They are good to eat, and they save money,” 

Ali's sheep were penned by dusk. While

the women prepared the evening meal, he 
gave bis sons their daily lessons, Our host 
was one of the few Kasheats who could read 
and write, and he was preouel of his accomplish- 
ment. Each night, by the licht of w sheep-fat 
lamp, be spent o half-hour teaching the bovs 
the difficult Arabic strokes. During the day, 
while tending the sheep, they practiced, 

Supper was the big meal of the day. Shir 
At’s mother and wife cooked and served, but 
neither ate with the men. Rice was the main- 
stay of the diet, prepared in so many ways 
that it never became tiresome. Roast or 
broiled lamb was tsually included, with fre- 
quent supplements of partridge, ibex, or 
mouflon, The flesh of the mouflon we found 
particularly flavorful. Darker than muttori, 
it tastes very much like beef. 

After supper Shir Ali plaited goat-halr 
ropes, repaired the family shoes, and tanned 
sheen and ibex skins. His sons were con- 
stuntly at his side, studying his every move. 
He was thorough in his instruction, and gentle, 
foo, a trait we found common in the Kashyal 
treatment of their children. 

Jean, sharing the women's life, soon found 
that a Kasheai wife is never ile, In the 
morning, eats and ewes had to be milked, 
butter and cheese made by primitive methods. 

“Every morning pots and pans are carried 
down tothe stream -and scrubbed with sand, 
then boiled for several minutes,” Jean told 
me. “Milk is covered while it cools. and 
even the dirt oor of the cook tent is swept 
several times a day with bunches of twigs.” 

The only vessel not washed daily was the 
battered stone pot holding the culture from 
which voghurt was made. Every Kashgai 
bride takes a bowl of yoghurt to her new 
husband's tent, and the strains are preserved 
for generations. A little is saved from ench 
hatch to turn the next bowl of milk. 

1 cheese is of the simplest variety. 
The women leave goat's milk to sour In an 
qpen bowl, pack the curd in a homespun cloth, 
and twist the bag to force out all moisture, 
They tie a string around the bundle to hold it 
together, and leave it in a running stream 
while water washes through the curd, Dried 
again, it is compressed into somll cokes and 
eaten with bread. 


Wealth Counted in Sheep, Carpets 


Rashgai families count their wealth in car- 
pets as well as sheep, 

“The women are always busy with carpets,” 
Jean observed. “If they aren't sweeping; wash- 
Ing, a? thending «a rug, they'te making one." 

Looms are set up outside the tents; and 
when howsechold chores are finished the busy 
housewife takes her turn at rog making anil 
the weaving of woolen cloth. A spindle and 
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hall of wool are constant companions af a 
Kashvai woman. [Even as she walks or rides 
ber hoods are busy spinning (page 814), 

Rug making is like an old-fashioned quilt- 
ing bee. Half a dozen women work together, 
lavwhing, talking, and exchanging neighbor- 
hood gossip {pages $26 and 827), While 
they work, their friends gather mountain 
herbs and berries and brew the natural colors 
for dyeing the wool, A woman works on one 
loom for a while and then moves to the carpet 
of o friend, finally returniti to ber own. 
There doesn't seem to be any particular divi- 
sim Of labor, but work on every loom pro- 
presses steadily, and everyone seems satished. 

Health Good Despite Lack of Doctors 

By Western stundards the tribesmen's diet 
i$ seriously deficient in- green veretables and 
fresh fruit. Perhaps the heavy consumption 
of milk products makes up for the deficiency. 
Whatever the cause, there is little sickmess 
among the Kashgais. Their active outdoor 
existence produces sturdy bodies and strong 
resistance to disease, It i¢ fortunate, for 
there t= not o single doctor in the trital lands, 

“Our greatest needs,” Nasser Khon told 
ua, “are emergency medical care and better 
education for our children, My eldest son is 
in the United States studying medicine. When 
he takes his place as head of the tribe, he will 
be able to take better care of his people,” 

The khans are well eclucated. Members of 
the wealthier familirs study in) Iranian and 
Turkish universities and even, like Malek and 
Sasser Ahan’s son, farther afield. 

During the reign of Riza Shah, father of 
lran’s present ruler, Malek was exiled from 
his homeland for eight years. Ale spent the 
time to good advantage. He was graduated 
from the agricultural college of the University 
of Reading in Englanel; then he took a degree 


in law at Oxford University. Further study 


in Germany arid Switrerland rounded! out his 
achooling, Now he is using his agricultural 
knowledge to improve the living conditinns 
of the tribe (page $32) 

“We have imported thorouchlired rams. for 
our flocks,” he said, “and have developed i 
sheep which prodwees more wool and meat 
than our native flocks, vet is hardy enough to 
stand our nomadic existence. To produce a 
hetter balanced diet, we have alse tried to 
Import new varieties of grains and vegetables.” 

Irrigation of the arid soil of the tribe's 
warm, winter pastures, south of Shiraz, has 
browght miracles of fertility, 

“In Switzerland,’ Milek Mansur told us, 
“T found a midget watermelon. [ft weighed 
only a couple of pounds. Trowould be nice, 
I thought, to have seme to carry in the pocket 
af my jacket on hunting trips, [ planted 
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climate that drives him to migrate, but eco- 
nomic necessity. His land is tow poor to 
support life ona year-round basis, 

The davs of preparation were hectic. 
Everyone worked fram dawn until long after 


dark, Flocks were carefully checked and the. 


weakest sheep butchered for meat. Plorses 

were shin!, camels examined for sore backs, 
Women mended grain sacks, dismantled 
looms and carefully packed them in sturdy 
bundles. Gravbeards went from tent to tent, 
making sure every fumily was ready. On the 
lust night a preat feast was held, with sheep 
roasted over open coals, The Kashgais danced 
and sang around the campfires until midnight, 
A hare-skin drum and a surnay furnished 
the miursic, a weird, pulsing tune that seemed 
to go on forever, The surnay player was 
articularly proud of his ability and brought 
his long trumpet-shaped instrument close to 
uur ears so we could better appreciate his 
tulents, Habib translated the songs for ws. 
Mast of them dealt with Kasheai feats of 
arms, Victories in battle against heavy odds. 
The men did all the dancing. The steps 
were simple, with much whirling. Late in 
the eveninw several performers armed them- 
selyes with stout sticks and staged mock duels, 
swinging their weapons in time with the nmusic., 


Camp Disappears as if by Mugie 


The surnay player hod «a dramatic rele-in 
the breaking of camp next motning., After 
breakfast, in the first rays of dawn, the camp 
looked exactly as we had first seen it. Hun- 
dreds af tents dotted the valley: sheep hudl- 
dled towether in their pens. Beside Gorgali’s 
lig tent stood the musician, atop a tow hill 
commanding the valley. Slowly he raised the 
big, bazookalike instrument and blew a Jong, 
piercing blast {page 806). At the signal, 
Gorgali’s servants. pulled the ‘stakes and his 
tent collapsed, Immediately every family in 
the tribe struck its awn shelter, and the camp 
disappenred as if by magic. 

Rugs were tied into bundles; cooking equip- 
ment went into big sacks. Camels grunted 
afery protests against the big bags of prain 
lashed to their backs. Donkeys brayed bit- 
terly ws they teceived their lowads, 

Tents big and small were folded into neat 
bundles for the pack horses, An hour later a 
mile-long procession wound down the hill, men 
on horseback leading the pack animals, women 
perched high on top of swaying camels, their 
voluminous skirts covering the bulging ‘eae 
(page 807), Children rode on donkeys; 
vining tien and boys drove the flocks of sheep 
besile the trall (opposite page). 

After an hour we halted to adiust louds, 
tighten topes, andl make emergency repairs. 

“The first dav is alwavs slow,” Gorgali told 
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us. “Later, we will average 10 or 12 miles 
a day. We travel three days, then rest one 
or more, to let the- flocks recuperate.” 

We covered enght miles that day. An hour 
or 50 before duck we stopped beside a stream, 
Flocks were corralled: camels kneeled to be 
relieved of their loads. Men and women 
worked together on the tents, and in on howr 
a new camp had sprung up. Carpets were 
apread an the ground, fires lit, and the good 
amieéll of roasting meat filled the air, 


Home Ie Where Tents Are Pitched 


“The best thing about being a nomad,” said 
Gorgali after a good meal, “is that you're 
always at home.” He patted the heavy carpet 
on which he lay. “We have a saying: ‘Where 
my carpet is. there is my home.” He smiled, 
“In the next two months we'll travel 280 
miles and be home every night!" (pages S16 
and B21}. 

As we moved slowly southward, other 
eroupys joined in the migration. Within a 
week a majority of the tribe was on the 
move: one sparkling moming we sat our 
horses atop a hill and saw the valley below 
us filled with men and animals. There was 
no confusion, no crowding as this great tide 
of men and beasts swept on to wurmer 
pastures (pages 816 and S17). 

The march was well organized, but not 
so & Animals died or were injured andl had 
to be left by the wayside. Men and beasts 
became footsere and limped beside the trail. 
There wasa night when, in a marrow pass in 
the Zagros Mountains, we went to sleep be- 
neath a sky sparkling with stars and awakened 
aiter midnight in a howling blizzard. Men 
and women worked side by sic in the bitter 
cold, calming their frightened flocks, fighting 
to keep theto in makeshift pens. 

It was dangerous to remaln in the pass, 
for; if the bitezard continued, the snow might 
drift and block the wav. We broke camp in 
the darkness, packing the stiff wet tents with 
freezing fingers, and plodded miserably over 
the rocky trail in the early dinwn. 

Crossing a rocky, slitlike Valley «| horse 
and rider tumbled 60 feet down an abrupt 
clitt. Its rider aroxe. The horse strieglerd, 
a broken lew sticking owl at @ crazy angle. 
We tumed our heads as we rode by, while the 
disconsolate rider sat on the animal's head to 
calm his struggles while he whetted the knile 
which would still them forever, 

Day after day the migmtion went on, as it 
had through history, It was time for us to 
go. We were nearing Shiraz, where we could 
board o plane for Tehron. Reluctantly we 
told Nasser Khan that we must leave.

Rice with 
risins, pistachio nuts, and chicken. giblets 
filled the secon. Rice with cherries, lumb, 
and nuts wat pile in the third dish; saffron 
crusted the rice that filled) the fourth. The 
Hith platter was heaped with rice mixed with 
lamb and breasts of partricges. 

Roast lamb, partridge, ibex, and mouflon 
were piled high on other plates, Cakes mace 
of crush! dates and spices were served os 
dessert. After dinner I made « brief speech 
in the limited Turki | haul picked up}, thank- 
ing the Kasheais for their hospitality. It 


wis a sad otcasion, for we hal come to feel 
at home with the tribe, 

Malek went to a corner of the tent and re- 
turned with a beautiful Rashad carpet, woven 
in muted shades of rosecand blue and old 
mold, He spreacl it at cur feet, 

“This tsa Carpet of the Khans.” he told us, 
“The design is a family pattern, and it is 
never produced for sale. My wife worked on 
this carpet. Jn the history of our tribe we 
have given away only two others like it. This 
is for you and Jean, but it is not a going- 
away present, Unstead itis a gitt of welcome, 
You bave become one of us. This is to wel- 
come vou inti the tribe.” 

Nasser Khan stood beside wee From his 
head he took the heavy felt Kasheai cap, 
SHemoaly he put it on mv head, | 

“owe vou are a Rasheat,”” fe aaid. “When 
fest vou come to cur tents it will not be a 
Visit, but a homecoming. Our tents are your 
homes, And where you spread your Kasheaj 
carpel, there will be your Rashgai home.”

lect. 

No, the United States is not training female 
paratroopers. Airoinn Pat Irwin, a Wave, is 
ane of about ten women trained by the United 
States Navy each vea¢r, alone with more than 
300 men, in the Parachute Rigger School at 
the U.S. Naval Air Station, Lakehurst, New 
Jersey, 


ine Mistake (ould He the Last 


Parachute riggers gre the highly trained 
specialists who fold, pack, air, inspect, repair, 
nod otherwise take care of the Navy's more 
than 30,000 parachutes now on “active duty,” 
Any one of these parachutes may be called 
Into use atany hour. Wher it is, it will mean 
the difference between life and death. Riggers 
con't make mistakes, 

L hod visited Lakehurst enrlier to watch 
Pat Irwin as she stuclied the science of para- 
chutes: how they are made, how they work, 
haw to use them. Now, as graduation ap- 
proached, | was here to watch her jump wear- 
Ing a chute she herself hod packerl, This is 
the Navy s way of ensuring that ite Para- 
chute Rigger Airmen understand the im- 
portaner of their work, 

No one would urge lat Irwin to jump, or 
push her from the plane if she lost her nerve, 
Keeping her nerve would depend on her con- 
hitence in the chute she: was now folding. At 
her side worked snother Wave, Sheila Rourke, 
her classmate aod imiend, who would also 
jump tomorrow. Tosether they folded the 
nylon canopy and its 78 suspension lines inte 
a bundle 24 by 12 by S inches; Then they 
Htted it mite a container and fastened the 
whole unit with three stil metal ping, From 
these pins an all-important wire led to the rip- 
cord handle, 


The last thing to-go into the pack was the 
pilot chute, equipped with a self-contained 
spring (page 839), Tomorrow, when Tat 
pulled the rip card, the pilot chute would pep 
out into the air, open Iimmetiately, and begin 
its work of pulling out the main canopy, 

The whole folding job took Pat and Sheila 
ahout 45 minutes. Some of their instructors. 
with years of experience, can do it in 5, 

Pat, a native of Tulsa, Oklahoma, cume to 
Lakehurst after completing an aviation course 
at Jacksonville, Florida, Sheila, originally 
from Cogmopolis, Washington, had also been 
trained at Jacksonville. Like all the other 
PRET beth hac wolunteered for parachute 
Work. 


Every Airman Must Wear a Chute 


The Parachute Rigger School at Lakehurst 
was set tip in 1924, after the Navy had issyed 
a regulation requiring all its airmen to wear 
parachutes at all times while flying, The first 
Class, 11 students, studied only the packing 
anid care of parachutes, By the time Pat-and 
sheila arrived fast year, however, the course 
had been expanded to include consicerably 
more than that. 

In their 15 weeks of training the girls 
studied such things as the uses of oxygen in 
high-altitude flying: life rafts and survival 
equipment (which are often dropped by para- 
chute); sewing and repairing of parachutes, 
Asa preliminary to the final junip, they also 
took a 20-hour course in tumbling (page 854), 

They learned that in basic principle the 
parachute had changed little since it was de- 
signed by the painter and scientist Leonards 
da Vinci about four and a half centuries ago, 
Dia Vines parachute remained only a cur 
osity for nearly 300 vears. [ts first success. 
ful emergency use was by a Polish halloonist 
in 108, but not until World War | wus its 
real value recopninedd. 

Early parachutists jumped with their para- 
chutes handled in their arms, or, in some cases, 
macked! in containers fastened to the plane ar 
yalloon., In 1919 the present type of free 
fall, pack-contained chute was developed, and 
technical improvemenis have continued siendd- 
ily since then, 

Until recent years parachutes were made of 
silk and were susceptible to rot, mildew, and 
destructive stain. Today every thread, stitch,

and scrap of material, except hardware. is 
Taide of oylon, which resists almost ever 
thing except heat, 

Even greater changes in parachute opera- 
tion are taking place as a result of the develop- 
ment of high-speed, high-altinude jet planes.* 

Flying at moderate speeds an at altitudes 
where there is enough oxygen to breathe, a 
normal person can safely jump from a plane, 
pull his rip cored, anil] fait clown, 

But what about a jet pilot flving, sav, 500 
miles an hour? His ejection seat will explode 
him from the plane, ut the parachute can’t 
be opened at once, Tt it were, it might tear 
apart; even if it didn't, the sudden shock of 
opening could seriously injure the ppllot. Gh 
if a pilot opens his chute much higher than 
about 25,000 feet altitude, he may freese to 
death or die of lack of oxvien before he can 
reach the earth. 

Navy and Air Force research teams hive 
already solved some of these problems. Statid- 
ard equipment in high-allitude fying, for 
instance, are parachutes in which the rip cord 
is actuated by a device that opens the canopy 
automatically at 135,000 feet. 

Ender normal conditions, the students 
Jearned, the great enemy of parachutes and 
of the men who use them ts moisture, <A 
damp parachute won't open quickly, 

When a rigger has finished his course and 
iS assigned to o statiom, an important pear 
of his routine work is siring parachutes in 
apecial lemperature-and-humidity -controlled 
lockers (page 836).
